“Is there stil] a need for The Sal- 
vation Army?” Commissioner Chas. 
Baugh, tread of the organization in 
Cunada, feels that the Canadian peo- 
ple will show what they think by 
their response to the 1948 Red Shield 
Appeal which was launched Monday, 

That the Salvation Army in Can- 
ada needs a new’ cemetery is one 
unique item in the annua] report cf 
Birgadier Ervin '‘Waterston, Men’s 
Social Service Secretary. 

The cemetery, Brigadier Waterson 
notes is required because the old ono, 
adjacent to the Gleichen Eventide 
home, one of the Salvation Army’s 19 
such institutions for age people in 
Canada has been filled. 

This Salvation Army Home, which 
accommodates about 120 aged men, 
has no more sacred spot than the 
cemetery which has been beautifully 
landscaped by the inmates and care- 
fully tended. Veath rate is about one 
per month, 

{Ihe annual report indicates that 
1,677238 beds and meals were 3up- 
plied by the men’s social service 
division last year, Separate records 
are kept of women’s work. “A vastly 
increased number of persons last year 
sought The Salvation Army’s advice 
and assistance,” according to Brig- 
adier Waterson. The rise in uneme 
ployment and a paralleling rise in the 
cost of living created many problems, 
particularly among young men, uw 
large number of whom had served 
witit the armed forces. Many of them, 
Brigadier Waterston declared, are 
moving about the country in a wy 
strikingly reminiscent of the dark, 
pre-war depression days. 

€xtensions are planned for Even- 
tide Homes at Battleford Sask., Bran- 
don, Man., Edmonton, and have al- 
ready been completed in Montreal. 

The report also revealed that ale 
most forty cases a month are being 
successfully handled by Tie Salvation 
Army’s Missing Persons’ Bureau, 
which is an arm of the men’s socia) 
service, The fact that The Salvation 
Army operate in more than 100 coun. 
tries wreatly favilitates this type of 
work the Brigadier said.

Their 
members are stro ly against private 
monopoly, They have always shown 
concern over the plight of the poor 
and low salaried and ftope_ their 
master planning board will operate 
and contro} all large industries of the 
country. 

The speaker could not understand 
the financial policies of the Social 
Credit party but he docs know that 
they are strong champions of private 
enterprise. They will not support the 
liberals in Saskatchewan, because 
they claim the liberals have advanced 
to far along socialistic lines, They 
are strong for private ownership and 
debt-free, interest-free money.

Dominion To Spend Millions 
On Canada’s Western Parks 


GLEICHEN, ALBERTA 


Expenditure Is Part Of Government's Over-All Plan 
To Encourage Tourists To Come To This Country 


OTTAWA. — The Dominion 
government is going to spend 
a total of more than $5,482,000 
in Canada’s western parks 


during the fiscal year 1948-49. 

This expenditure, the bulk of the 
$7,372,000 which is being spent on all 
national parks during the year, is 
part of the government’s over-all 
plan to encourage tourists to come 
to this country and spend their Unit- 
ed States dollars. 

The largest amount to be spent on 
any one park is the sum of $2,308,000 
on Jasper National Park. Here the 
government plans to create a great 
recreational centre in Jasper town- 
site which will be provided with a 
swimming pool and other recreation- 
al facilities such as tennis courts, 
bowling greens, and eventually skat- 
ing and curling facilities, 

In addition two new campsites will 
be established at the junction of the 
Maligne and Athabasca rivers and at 
Pocahontas in Jasper Park, Six major 
road projects in Jasper are to be pro- 
ceeded with. 

At Banff National Park a total of 
$656,650 is being spent where exten- 
sive work is planned for the Tunnel 
Mountain Camp ground. Here it is 
proposed to remodel 30 buildings ac- 
quired from the* department of na- 


Vast Salt Basin 
Indicated In Sask. 


VANCOUVER.—Discovery of pot- 
ash beds in Saskatchewan points to 
the presence of a vast salt basin po- 
tentially of great importance to the 
entire dominion, L, Heber Cole, feder- 
al department of mines engineer, 
said, 

He told the jubilee convention of 
the Canadian Institute of Mining & 
Metallurgy that the basin runs in a 
westerly direction from a point near 
the United States boundary south of 
Regina to Waterways, and north. 

He stressed the prime importance 
to national economy of an abundant 
and cheap supply of potash fertilizer 
—particularly essential to agriculture 
and certain chemical industries. 

“Heavy investment will be made to 
develop these beds of Canada’s first 
important potash deposits,” he de- 
clared.

Park. 

In addition the department is 
spending $128,000 for head office, 
$81,600 for parks and resources in- 
formation and $167,000 for national 
historic sites and landscaping work 
generally.

taking place in Otawa, Some of the 
verbiage is beyond the ken of the 
ordinary layman. Canadian Grocer 
did some investigating on its own and 
published some pertinent facts about 
the staff of life—and why the price 
was raised, 

Bread is one of the oldest known 
foods consumed. 

A 24 oz, loaf cuts into approximately 
25 slices, 

At 15c, three fifths of a cent per 
slice; if 10c two-fifths of a cent, 

‘A family of, say four using ‘ive 
loaves a week pays an extra 6c fol- 
lowing the one cent increase. 

The extra for the entire year works 
out at $2.60, 

If four persons consume five loaves 
a weck, that's 126 slices, an average 
of 31 per person. 

This average works out at nearly 
four slices each per day, or approx- 
imately 2c each, 

This makes bread the cheapest, 
perhaps, of any food consumed, 

The three-cent increase last, Septem- 
ber was given approval by the WPTB. 

Ingredients in bread include flour, 
yeast, milk, salt and sometimes malt 
extract. 

Labor also constitutes a substantial 
portion of the cost of the loaf,
